to this it contemplates replacing the 
internal combustion 
engines which 


have been in use in the 
pumping 


plant for a number of years with 
electric motors and eleetnc pumps 


The present small main pipe line is 


not large enough to bring in a suf- 
ficient amount of water for the use 
of the patrons of the system 
Bo 


cause of this small line it is'necessary 
to keep the engines and pumps in the 
plant going almost continuously 


With a larger pipe line and motor 


duven pumps it is planned to pump 
the water

reservoir at the base of the present

SHOULD BE MORE CAREFUL 


IN HANDLING CASES IN THEIR 


COURTS. 


In the circuit court, Seventh judi-

To the honorable J. J. Dickinson, 


judge of the Seventh judicial circuit 
of the state of Florida, in and for the 
county of Volusia: 


We, the grand jurors, empanelec 


and sworn for the fall term of the 
circuit court of the Seventh judicial 
circuit of the state of Florida, in and 
for Volusia county, do respectfully 
report that in the performance of our 
duties as grand jurors t hag we have 
carefully investigated all matters of 
crime piesented to us for considera 
tion, and in those instances where we 
deemed the evidence so warranted we 
have returned "true bills" and ii 
those instances where, in our opinion 
the evidence 
did not 
warrant the 


prosecution of the parties chargec 


bills." 


We have inspected the county poor 


.tioBS prevailing there to be fairly 
good, the inmates after being ques 
tioned expressed themselves as being 


owing to the absence of extra cov 
ering and now that cooler weather is 
approaching extra blankets would be 


Mrs. Flowers, to be very much inter 
ested in her duties and thorough y 
interested in the inmates and their 


Our attention 
was called to the 


condition of the kitchen range, whicl 
we found to be almost worthless, i 
being hardly possible to prepare tbe 
foods necessary on it, also that owing 
to the pump complained of as being 
out of order, that it was impossible to 
supply the amount of water needed 


We found inmates to the number 


colored; one inmate, a white man 
being sick abed and under the care 
of the county physician. 


Our attention was called to a col 


Wright, hut commonly known as "OIi 
Dad," whose mental condition seemec 
to be such as to justify an examma 
tion to determine whether or not he 
should be sent to an asylum for the 


We recommend that exfaa blank- 


ets be supplied sufficient for the com- 
fort of the inmate;, and that a new 
range be also piovided at once, that 
the pumping system be put into con- 
dition to furnish the necessary sup- 
ply of water needed and that hose of 
sufficient length also be supplied to 
furnish fire protection; also that elec- 
tric lights be installed to replace the 
oil lamps now in use, as a matter of 
safety. 


In inspecting the county jail, we 


plaint to make of their food or treat- 
ment. We found some of the water 
pipes connected with tbe plumbing to 
be out of repair and leaking. This in 
the white men's quarters, also quite 
an accumulation of dust, diit, cob- 
webs, etc., which should be corrected. 


It is our opinion tbat the accom-

' We furthei find in some instances 
that municipal courts and justices of 
the peace have been handling charges 
of alleged violations of the prohibi- 
tion law, in many such instances a 
direct allegation of violation of sucb 


which are the outgrowth of the vio- 
lations of the prohibition statute. 


We recommend that in all such 


cases when convictions are* made if 


be brought to the attention of the 
proper county authorities. 


We also wish to express to the 


court and all county officials, our ap- 
preciation of the courteous treatment 
accorded us and the valuable assist- 
ance which they have rendered. 


And now, having concluded our re- 


port, we respectfully request that we 
may he discharged.

Tolls 
are charged as provided under an 
act of the legislature and vary with 
the size and kind of vehicle. The pas- 
senger, rate averages one cent a mile 
in your own vehicle, the operation 
of which is personal. Freight rates 
are charged four cents a ton per 
mile, compared with a Ijttle over one 
cent by railroad. It is estimated that 
it costs about ten cents a mile to run 
an automobile. 


Franklin N. Wood of Seabreeze, 


has written a volume entitled "Flor- 
ida and Other Poems," published by 
the Four Seas company of Boston. It 
is said to be a work of real merit 
and includes poems that have already 
appeared in leading magazines.
